1 The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant’s reply 
and the declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.132 explicitly presents reasons why the instant claims are 
patentable over the reference. Refer to the amendment dated 02/04/04 and the declaration of 
02/04/04 for specific details on applicant’s rebuttal arguments. In this regard, the primary reason 
for allowance of the claims is the recitation of the specific c-axis length of lattice constant 
ranging from 14.080 to 14.160 A in all of the claims. Applicant’s declaration provides evidence 
demonstrating the crystal structure of the claimed cathode active material is different from the 
crystal structure of the prior art’s cathode material as well as unexpected results from this 
restricted range.
